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RESTRICTION INTO GROUPS

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I , claim(s) 1-42, drawn to a composition, method of generating the 
complex forming agent, method of using the composition for screening purposes, and a 
kit comprising the composition wherein the composition comprises a metal support 
surface and a conjugate. 

Group II , claim(s) 43 and 44, drawn to a method of preparing a support surface 
for manufacturing a complex comprising electro or electroless metal plating or vapor 
deposition. 

2. Applicant is entitled to a product, a process specifically adapted for the 
manufacture of said product, and a use of the said product under PCT 13.1. Thus, the 
inventions are restricted as such. In particular, the inventions listed as Groups I and II 
do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under 
PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical features. For 
example, Group II is directed a method of preparing a support surface for manufacturing 
a complex forming metal labeled agent comprising electro or electroless metal plating or 
vapor deposition while Group I is directed to compositions, method of making the 
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compositions, and uses of the compositions wherein the composition comprises a metal 
support surface and a conjugate comprising a ligand and a targeting moiety. It should 
be noted that Group II does not require the same components necessary in Group I. 

ELECTION OF SPECIES 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are the various compositions which comprise a metal support 
surface and a conjugate comprising a ligand and targeting moiety. Specifically, the 
species differ depending upon which ligand, targeting moiety, and metal support surface 
is elected. For example, possible targeting molecules include peptide sequence (i.e., 
see claim 5), polypeptide, nucleic acid molecule, an oligonucleotide, a saccharide, a 
steroid, a cyclic peptide, and enzyme substrate, an inhibitor, and a small organic 
molecule. Possible ligands include NS containing ligands, polyamino polysulfide, 
peptide, or peptide mimic. 

4. Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 
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Note : The Examiner respectfully requests that Applicant define all variables 
associated with the elected species, for example, (1) identify the metal support surface; 

(2) identify the ligand components (i.e., surface binding group and accessory group(s));

If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species.

6. Claims 1-44 are deemed to correspond to the species listed above. 

7. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features. The species (compositions) comprise a metal 
support surface and a conjugate comprising a ligand and targeting moiety. Specifically, 
the species differ depending upon which ligand, targeting moiety, and metal support 
surface is elected. For example, possible targeting molecules include peptide sequence 
(i.e., see claim 5), polypeptide, nucleic acid molecule, an oligonucleotide, a saccharide, 
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a steroid, a cyclic peptide, and enzyme substrate, an inhibitor, and a small organic 
molecule. Possible ligands include NS containing ligands, polyamino polysulfide, 
peptide, or peptide mimic.
